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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments have been considered 
but are not persuasive. 

In response to the applicant's argument that layer 12 of Allen depicts a topsheet not a mesh liner, it is noted that the layer 12 of Allen • 
comprises a mesh material and fulfills the physical limitations of the mesh liner disclosed in the present claims. Therefore, the layer 12 of 
Allen anticipates the mesh liner of the present claims. 

In response to the applicant's argument that Allen fails to disclose a mesh liner that is coextensive with the composite structure, attached 
along the perimeter, and unattached in the central region, it is noted that Figure 6 of Allen shows a layer 12 that is coextensive with the 
composite structure and attached at the perimeter while unattached at the central region. 

In response to the applicant's argument that Allen fails to dislcose a continuous mesh liner, it is noted that the present claims do not 
further define the 'continuous mesh liner 1 as being free of openings. The mesh liner 12 of Allen comprises a single piece that continues 
from one end of the article to the other. Therefore, Allen discloses a continuous mesh liner. 
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
